19 SERVICE IN THE STATE, INCLUDING A TELEPHONE COMPANY, UNLESS FEDERAL LAW

20 PROHIBITS THE PERSON FROM PROVIDING COUNTYWIDE SERVICE IN A PARTICULAR
21 COUNTY.

22 (B) (1) THE COMMISSION SHALL CLASSIFY ASTOLL-FREE ANY TELEPHONE

7 CUSTOMERS UNDER A FOREIGN EXCHANGE TELEPHONE LINE TARIFF OR PROGRAM.
